City  Council  had  paused  for  a moment 
to  consult  the  city’s  legal  advisers  it  would 
have  discovered  that  one  does  not  close 
n cemetery  without  due  form,  and  indeed 
a minimum  wait  of  at  least  12  years  after 
the  last  burial  has  been  made.  That  Ross 
Bay  Cemetery,  now  encircled  by  the  city, 
should  be  closed  and  belter  provision  made 
elsewhere  for  the  service  it  renders  has 
long  been  foreseen;  but  this  is  not  the  way 
to  do  it.  There  are  statutory  provisions 
to  be  observed.  .There  are  express  con- 
tacts made  by  the  City  which  must  be 
fulfilled.  There  is  a wealth  of  other  detail, 
and.  as  we  have  pointed  out,  a considerable 
interval  in  time. 

The  resolution  of  the  public  works 
committee— “to  remove  the  remains  in 
the  cemetery,  with  the  consent  of  the  rcla^f 
lives  or  the  owners  of  the  plots,  to  Royal 
Oak  and  that  >Jh£  area  remaining  be 
dedicated  for  pars  purposes”— may  have 
been  intended  to  imply  that,  hut  it  cer- 
tainly did  not  express  it.  Regardless  of 
whatever  use  might  be  made  of  the  site 
after  the  cemetery  was  legally  closed  and 
iho  waiting  Interval  accomplished,  the 
legal  and  moral  obligations  must  be  com- 
plied with  first.  No  matter  what  the 
intention  it  is  a pity  that  the  motion  was 
made  in  this  form,  because  it  will  arouse 
resentment  and  feeling  on  an  issue  that 
from  the  standpoint  of  reality  should  be 
Inquired  into  on  the  basis  of  the  facts. 


A little  reflection  should  show  that  it 
would  be  virtually  impossible  to  carry  out 
the  instructions  of  the  public  works  com- 
mittee by  notifying  “the  relatives  and  plot 
owners."  These  may  lx1  distributed  all 
over  the  world.  Several  of  the  senior 
church  denominations  hold  blocks  in  the 
present  burial  ground  in  trust  for  their 
parishioners.  Beyond  that  by  private  con- 
tract the  City  has  sold  grave  plots  to 
individuals,  and  unfortunately  the  issue 
of  plot  titles  is  by  no  means  too  clear  on 
the  City’s  own  records.  If  Ross  Bay 
Cemetery  is  to  he  closed — and  the  pre- 
ponderance of  public  opinion  today  is 
inclining  that  way— it  can  only  lx*  done 
by  due  legal  process,  and  with  an  effective 
time-lapse.  To  proceed  otherwise  would 
be  to  invoke  a shambles,  and  possibly  end- 
less litigation  without  profit  to  anyone. 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  — and 
the  legal  ones  are  sufficient  without  seek- 
ing to  add  to  them  — the  Colonist  believes 
that  a properly  notified  and  enacted  future 
rlosure  of  Ross  Bay  would  stand  in  the 
host  interest  of  the  whole  community.  It 
is  anomalous  that  what  was  begun  as  a 
burial  ground  outside  of  the  city  limits 
long  ago  should  today  remain  as  a 
neglected  area  in  the  middle  of  residential 
property.  The  trend  or  the  times  is  to 
place  burial  grounds  farther  afield,  and 
under  much  better  upkeep  and  main- 
tenance. 


Planning  Conies  First 


MORE  than  three  months  ago  this  paper 
suggested  that  in  view  of  the  an- 
nounced intention  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment to  reconstruct  the  former  post  office 
block  as  a customs  and  immigration  build- 
ing it  wdflld  pay  both  the  Province  and 
the  City  to  inform  themselves  on  the  plans 
so  that  all  three  authorities  would  be 
working  in  unison  in  reference  to  the  site, 
a frontal  one  at  the  inner  harbor.  One 
notes  now  that  the  Capital  City  Regional 
Planning  Roard  has  expressed  doubt  over 
the  actual  plans  drawn  for  the  reconstruc- 
tion, on  the  ground  that  an  increase  in 
elevation  and  other  factors  might  detract 
from  the  apjx'arance  of  the  city’s  entrance. 

That  is  an  express  objection,  and  no 
doubt  it  was  not  voiced  without  supporting 
grounds.  If  that  is  so,  the  time  to  sav 
so  Is  now.  hefore  the  plans  are  ratified 
and  construction  started.  The  Causeway 
and  its  environs  constitute  one  of  the 
leading  assets  of  Victoria  from  the  stand- 
point of  scenic  appeal.  Necessarily  the 
region  must  bo  guarded  to  preserve  its 
distinctive  features. 

In  addition  to  the  size  and  shape  of 
the  new  building  contemplated  there  is 
also  much  to  be  said  about  its  placing  with 


regard  to  streets  and  sidewalk  allowances 
surrounding  the  property.  If  the  matter 
is  still  open  for  discussion,  the  City  should 
strive  to  improve  the  road  allowance  at 
the  intersection  of  Government  and  Wharf 
streets;  even  at  the  expense  of  closing  the 
side  street  immediately  to  the  north  of 
the  site.  There  is  traffic-flow  as  well  as 
appearance  and  utility  to  be  considered; 
and  traffic  flows  best  when  it  has  open 
intersections  with  the  blocking  off  of  un- 
necessary side  outlets,  which  only  interfere 
with  the  main  stream. 

On  many  counts  the  community  should 
now  seek  an  early  meeting  with  the  federal 
public  works  authorities,  not  only  to 
advance  any  objections  it  may  have  to  the 
proposed  plans,  but  also  to  see  what  con- 
tribution can  bo  made  by  Victoria  towards 
a dovetailed  and  effective  result.  We  have 
instanced  traffic,  but  there  are  other 
items,  including  lighting,  accessibility  and 
so  forth. 

Whatever  proposals  the  community 
may  wish  to  make,  now  is  the  time  to 
advance  them.  Planning  is  not  of  much 
service  if  it  does  not  come  first.  Altera- 
tions later  are  costly  and  seldom  satis- 
factory. 


The  Way  of  a Traitor 


'TpHE  two  missing  British  diplomats, 
Maclean  and  Burgess,  have  appeared 
publicly  in  Moscow.  Their  disappearance 
five  years  ago  while  *undrr  investigation 
as  Communist  agents  made  it  evident  they 
had  gone  behind  the  iron  curtain;  now 
they  have  come  out  into  the  open  in  a 
manner  grown  familiar  with  traitors  who 
betray  the  West  and  then  flee.  They  held 
a press  conference  to  "justify"  their 
behavior;  they  had  gone  to  Russia  to  work 
for  better  understanding  between  the  West 
and  the  .Soviet  Union,  they  said.-  That 
this  work  in  the  British  foreign  service" 
consisted  of  espionage  on  Soviet  behalf 
Indicates  the  nature  of  their  under- 
standing. 

It  is  idle  to  speculate  on  tly*  perversion 
of  mind  that  induces  two  well-bred,  edu- 
cated men  to  sell  their  loyalty  to  a foreign 
power.  Both  Maclean  and  Burgess  were 
Communists  in  their  university  days  and 
were  of  dissolute  disposition  that  made 
them  easy  prey  to  Soviet  influence.  Un- 
doubtedly they  will  have  cause  to  me 
their  defection,  however.  If  sooner  or 
!ater  they  do  not  try  to  return  to  the 
West-  an  equally  well  established  pattern 
with  post-war  defectors — what  kind  of  life 
Is  ahead  for  them*'  Thcv  can  never  be

Russians  or  even  be  accepted  for  adoption. 
A traitor  wins  no  more  respect  in  the 
foreign  land  he  aids  than  in  the  land  he 
betrays  He  cannot  be  trusted,  for  if  he 
can  turn  his  coat  once  he  may  do  so  again. 
Even  while  making  use  of  weaklings  in 
the  West  Russia  probably  despises  them, 
and  with  every  good  reason.  • As  the  years 
go  on  and  their  usefulness  to  Ihe  Soviet 
Union  ends — if  in  fart  it  has  not  already 
ended — Maclean  and  Burgess-  are  likely  to 
find  this  out. 

#No  sympathy  need  be  wasted  on  them; 
they  violated  a fundamental  code  of 
decency  and  deserve  what  may  befall 
them.  One  feels  differently  about  the 
Maclean  children,  youngsters  now.  With 
their  mother  they  also  have  turned  up  in 
Moscow,  although  no  motive  has  ever 
been  ascribed  to  Mrs.  Maclean  other  than 
a desire  to  join  her  husband.  Their  future 
is  not  an  enviable  one.  The  children  will 
grow'  up  under  a cloud  in  Russia  as  w’ell 
as  elsewhere.  Their  education,  their 
development  of  mind  and  body,  will  take 
place  under  Soviet  aegis.  Their  birthright 
of  freedom  has  been  taken  from  them  and 
thev  are  condemned  to  the  mental  slavery 
of  the  Soviet  system.  That  is  the  tragedy 
of  the  MaHcan- Burgess  story;  its  effect 
on  innoernt  children.

Reports  from  Ottawa 


THE  noisy  Soviet  fretting  about  American 
Iralloon*  was  mainly  a propaganda  show 
for  domcstlt  consumption  in  advance  of  ihe 
Communist  party’s  20th  congress  which  opens 
Tuesday.  While  It  had  some  external  purposes, 
toe.  the  main  objective  is  to  frighten  the  Soviet 
people. 

From  the  doings  of  the  par.ty  congress  this 
week,  Ihe  Soviet  public  will  be  able  to  sense 
what  is  in  store.  There  will  6c  disappointment. 
In  the  main  the  Russians  are  going  to  be  told 
they  have  a long  lime  to  w ait  hefore  the  flow- 
ering of  promises  made  to  them  over  these 
many  years. 

These  protests  against  balloons  being  sen* 
over  Sovie*  territory  were  designer!  to  temper 
any  feeling  among  Russians  that  world  peace 
is  assured.  If  such  a feeling  were  to  take  hold, 
the  people  might  begin  asking  why  so  much 
money  is  being  spent  on  arms  and  call  for 
Increased  production  of  consumer  goods. 


The  enthusiasm  with  which  the  Kremlin 
latched  onto  the  balloon  issue  and  its  failure 
to  tel!  the  public  of  the  soft  American  reply 
were  significant  They  presented  to  the  public 
what  purported  to  be  Incontestable  prooMhat 
"warmonger*"  In  the  United  States  still  are 
Intent  on  aggressive  spying  In  the  USSR. 

* * # 

The  Kremlin  can  argue  that  this  la  no  time 
for  relaxation  of  vigilance. 

It  would  be  no  surprise  now  If  the  Com- 
munists organized  "protest"  meetings  all  over 
the  U S S R to  denounce  the  American  balloons. 
That  was  ihe  procedure  lour  vear*  ago  when 
the  fommunift  leadership  In  Moscow  and 
P?iping  accuse^  the  United  States  of  carrying 
on  germ  warfare  In  Korea.  The  menace  of 
"American  imperialism ' wa*  waved  before  the 
Russians  at  the  19th  Communist  congress  that 
year  while  the  belt  tightening  program  was 
reasserted. 


Yet  the  same  kind  of  fitness  is 
required  In  the  last  few  months  of 
a war  as  In  the  first. 

Physical  perfection  depends  on  who 
sets  the  standards. 

You  may  note  this  particularly 
with  athletes.  The  number  of  big- 
game  s players  who  can't  make  the 
military  grade  is  astonishing.  Of 
all  men  you'd  think  they'd  he  the 
most  fit  for  strenuous  endeavour. 

Recruiting  officers  don’t  agiee. 
They  discover  fiat  feet,  weak  knees, 
unstraight  backs  and  a host  of  other 
defect*  the  athlete  never  knew  he 
hail. 

And  which  on  injection  don't  atop 
hi*  resumption  of  hard  physical  ef- 
fort on  the  playing  field. 

Fitness  Is  many-sided.  SI/*  has 
nothing  to  do  with  It.  nor  sheer  brut* 
strength.  Many  a slip  of  a man  can 
march,  withstand  hardship,  even  fight 
better  than  a much  bigger- comrade 
In  arms. 

Endurance  is  Compounded  of  the 
spirit  as  well  as  of  the  body. 

* * * 

The  eastern  Job  Is  perturbed  lest 
the  large  percentage  of  "unfit"  appli- 
cants to  the  forces  Is  evidenr*  that 
the  national  stamina  la  weak. 

This  because  of  the  softer  life  that 
follows  In  the  wake  of  lush  standards 
of  living.  He  has  * point. 

History  Is  full  of  empires  that 
waxed  fat  and  then  fell  before  more 
spartan  enemies.  Out  grandfather* 
were  probably  tougher  than  wl  are. 
Rasy  chairs,  push-buttons,  cars,  fancy 
foods,  delightful  though  they  are, 
don't  make  for  hardihood. 

Western  forces  In  Ihe  field  have 
found  this  out.  It  takes  many  more 
men  on  our  part  to  keep  one  combat 
soldier  going  than  It  does  Russia  or 
China.  Our  supply  lines  must  Include 
delicacies  because  we're  not  used  to 
austerity. 

* * * 

This  would  suggest  that  the  west- 
ern man.  and  particularly  the  white 
man.  is  not  **  physically  fit  aa  hia 
opposite  number.  Probably  , that's 
true.  It’s  hla  superior  technical  tal- 
ents that  enable  him  to  hold  his  own. 

Providentially.  In  fact,  the  facili- 
ties he  devise*  to  aoften  hla  mode  of 
civilian  living  come  to  the  rescue 
when  his  military’  lot  become*  harsh. 
Looking  back,  though,  one  remem 
be  is  that  the  "unfit”  yuUths  of  19.19, 
and  by  recruiting  standard*  there 
wete  as  many  of  them  as  now.  proved 
to  be  stout  stuff.  One*  the  die  was 
cast  they  had  a sound  core  of  the 
right  kind  of  fitness. 

Comforting  thought,  that  is. 


THE  anti  combines  laws  are  being 
sharply  criticized  in  some  of  the 
opinions  put  before  the  Gordon  Royal 
Commission  on  Econ- 
omic Pro  sped*. 

The  main  critics 
so  far  have  been 
James  Stewart, 
president  of  the 
Bank  of  Commerce; 

R.  M.  Fowler,  presi- 
dent of  the  Pulp  and 
Paper  Association, 
and  E.  Howard  - — 

Smith,  president  of  the  paper  mills 
which  bear  h^s  name.  Their  views 
are  those  of  Rig  Business  hut  there 
Is  another  si‘le  lo  the  atory. 

Fowler’s  argument  Ha*  many 
facets,  which  I propose  to  list  along 
with  comments  which,  unless  other- 
wise indicated,  are  mine.  Stewart's 
main  arguments  were  rejected  by 
the  McQuarrle  Committee  In  19"»2. 
and  Smith  only  me  ton's  w hat  Fowler 
said. 

"There  has  been  no  proof  of  any 
actual  damage  to  Canadians  from  the 
industrial  practices  disclosed.’’  Fow- 
ler asserted,  arguing  that  actual 
damage  should  be  the  test  of  culpa- 
bility. 

The  McQuarrle  Committer.  Which 
Kjrent  two  year*  In  an  exhaustive 
Independent  review  of  the  combines 
laws,  specifically  rejected  this  argu- 
ment, and  the  similar  one  ihat  "rea- 
sonableness" of  price*  fixed  by  a 
combine  should  be  I lie  lest. 

Fowler  .suggested  that  combine* 
may  benefit  the  public  by  keeping 
, "prlfes  dowh  and  by  encouraging  pro' 
duction. 

Justice  Minister  G arson  reported 
last  year  that  "prarth  ally  all  the 
Important  cases  to  date  have  been 
plain  cases  of  price  rigging  with 
it*  attendant  restriction*.  In  many 
cases  it  wa*  secret." 

Fowler  said  it  I*  "unfair"  and  a 
"hiot  on  our  criminal  procedure" 
that  discovery  of  incriminating  docu- 
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ments  in  a company's  file*  Is  accepted 
a*  prim*  facie  evidence  of  the  ex- 
istence of  a combine, 

An  analogy  is  the  prlma  fa<  le 
evidence  of  felnniou*  activities.  or  at 
least  Intentions,  which  possession  of 
burglary  tool*  constitutes.

Fowler  urged  some  kind  of  statute 
of  limitations  for  combine*  offences, 
so  that  prosecutions  might  not  Ik* 
ba«ed  on  what  happened  hefore  194V 

Many  of  Ihe  most  flagrant  of- 
femes  uncovered  In  the  last  few 
year*  had  their  roots  in  pre-war 
arrangement*. 

Fowler  complained  in  effect  that 
when  the  government  finds  com- 
panies breaking  the  law.  It  pto*-e- 
rule.s  instead  of  asking  the  companies 
to  stop,  as  many  "would  he  quite 
willing'*  to  do. 

Bui  this  isn't  a traffic  violation 
to  be  excused  with  a warning;  It  Is 
a crime 

Fowler  charged  that  "those  admin- 
istering lhe*»*  statutes  now  com- 
pletely reject  . . . the  notion  of 
voluntary  co-operation  between  busi- 
ness and  government." 

G,Tr*ort:  "We  have  opened  the  door* 
wide  to  the  business  community  and 
offered  thorn  every  possible  a**I«t- 
anre  in  adhering  to  the  few  simple 
rule*  of  behavior  which  the  legisla- 
tion lays  down." 

Fowler  Mid  Industry  I*  put  lo 

"trouble  and  expense  . , . its  prtvary 
Invaded  and  It*  reputation  dam- 
aged" by  a law  .which  "treat*  as 
criminal*  . ; . business  men  who  have 
positively  contributed  to  ('anadtan 
achievement." 

Guson:  The  purpose  of  this  law 
"i*  to  maintain  an  efficient  system 
of  free  competition  and  free  enter- 
prise" by  forbidding  "agreements  lo 
fix  prices,  to  limit  production  or  to 
restrict  distribution." 

Thu*  it  would  seem  that  to  avoid 
the  hardships  Fowler  listed,  business 
men  need  do  no  more  than  simply 
obey  the  law.

There  could  hardly  be  a better 
approach  to  the  facta  of  our  pioneer*’ 
life  than  through  ihe  Inn*  and  tav- 
ern* of  the  earliest  day*,  which  were 
n<*t  only-  place*  of  accommodation 
for  travelers  but  the  meeting  place* 
of  »h»*  communities  themselves  re- 
lief ting  the  -condition*  of  lifc^n  their 
vicinity.  Because  Mr.  Gulllet  ha* 
found  contemporary  description*,  in 
private  letters,  hook*  and  other 
sow  res.  of  the  inns  and  tavern*  and 
the  fompany  and  condition*  found 
Trt  them,  hi*  two  book*  read  with 
more  vim  and  vigor  than  any  fic- 
tional account  of  pioneer  times. 
There  was  more  romance  to  early 
Canadian  life  than  formal  history 
would  have  had  ti*  believe,  from  the 
conspirator* “who  killed  Lincoln  meet- 
ing in  the  Montreal  hotel,  or  Benedict 
Arnold's  visit  to  Larhine  to  the  dire 
•onduiona  the  father*  of  (hla  country 
founu  in  the  Journey*  they  had  to 
make  by  baieau,  by  stage  by  canoe. 
Into  the  sites  of  those  cities  and 
town*  they  founded.  And  hart  tn  th# 
history  of  th*  Inn*  and  tavern*  it  la 
found  in  living  colors.
